Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-35 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The prior art, WinZip Help file, allows multiple files to be compressed and stored as a 
single archive file called a zip file. Those files can be extracted and decompressed using an unzip 
operation. Furthermore, WinZip allows viewing the files simply by double clicking on the 
filename or by performing an extract operation. The reference fails to explicitly state a scanning 
process for links and browsing a database consisting of a set of documents stored as a single file 
using a single file database format. Furthermore, the reference fails to explicitly state a database 
server modifying the links into a browser format that includes a location of the database server
